| RCMP, despite weeks of inquiries, 
| have not yet been able to calculate 
| fully the total amount of the stolen

| years. 

However, it is known that at one 
|period of the ring’s operations a

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Hospital Bus Service 


Edmonton branch of the Canadian Legion 
is in a sound position in urging that a special 
Sunday bus service to the University Hos- 
pital be established between the hours of 
1:30 and 9:30 p.m, 

While the concern of the Legion is chiefly 
with patients and visitors in and to the Col- 
onel Mewburn Pavilion, the general conven- 
ience of the whole hospital must be consid- 
ered as well. And since Sunday is the chief 
visiting day for both civilian and military 
patients, it seems absurd that this should be 
the one day in the week that a bus service is 
not provided. : 

Some of the servicemen patients are in a 
condition to leave the Pavilion for a few 
hours at a time and it is highly inconvenient 
and even dangerous for many of these to 
have to negotiate slippery and icy streets 
to the car lines particularly during those 
months when bad footing can be expected. 

The institution of a Sunday bus service 
to both the Mewburn and civilian entrances 
of the hospital is a step that would be 
applauded by thousands of Edmonton citi- 
zens, 


Who Will Weed the Beets? 


Canadians generally may be glad to see 
the German prisoners-of-war head back for 
Britain and eventually Germany, and hope 
that the Japanese also will soon be on their 
way home. But the growers of sugar beets 
in southern Alberta can’t be expected to be 
enthusiastic over the two-way exodus. 

For the beet-growers do not see how they 
are to raise crops next summer without the 
help of the Afrika Korps men and the Japs. 
These have been doing the planting and 
weeding and other field work for several 
years. And, however objectionable on other 
grounds, they were good workers. Thanks to 
their help Alberta has been producing more 
beet sugar than all the other provinces put 
together, 

The crux of the situation is that the men 
who tended to the beet crops in pre-war 
years drifted away to better paying jobs in 
wartime, and are not drifting back. This 
leaves the growers facing a rather bleak out- 
look, unless they can induce men who have 
been used to other occupations to take work 
in the beet fields. Since this is only seasonal 
employment, the difficulty of recruiting 
labor is apparent, 

This worry of the beet-growers is not 
exclusively their affair. The consumer is 
quite likely to come into the picture, as a 
consumer or as a taxpayer. Sugar is rationed, 
and there is no promise that the allowances 
will be increased. A big or little crop in Al- 
berta would not greatly affect the supply 
position, But if the beet-growers have to 
bid up wages in order to get men they may 
need more money for their beets. Which in- 
dicates a demand for a higher price for sugar 
or a subsidy for growing beets. 


Research and Industry 


J. Lorne Gray, associate director-general 
of the research division of the department of 
reconstruction, has stated in Edmonton that 
his department is endeavoring to perfect an 
arrangement whereby scientific findings de- 
veloped throughout the country may be 
placed at the disposal of Canadian industry. 

In apparent opposition to this plan is the 
statement, also in Edmonton, of Dr. F. Cyril 
James, principal of McGill University, that 
any attempt to control or direct scientific 
research work at universities would be un- 
fortunate, 


The great bulk of Canadian public opinion 
will be behind the plan of the department of 
reconstruction and opposed to the objections 
raised by Dr. James. 

One of the factors that stultified the 
work of the National Research Council, be- 
fore the practical needs of war wakened it 
up, was the refusal of some of its members 
to consider a practical and industrial appli- 
cation of academic research work, Indeed, a 
definite proposal to organize the science de- 
partments of Canadian universities into in- 
dustrial laboratories, on a part time basis, 
for the benefit of industry was peremptorily 
rejected by one of the Council’s chief mem- 
bers as far back as 1928 on the plea that 
the practical application of research was not 
the business of academic institutions, 

A continuation of this viewpoint is one 
of the reasons why the science departments 
of many Canadian universities have been 
completely devitalized and why 80 many 
young Canadian scientists have been enticed 
to the United States, where industrial re- 
search offers bright financial opportunities. 

Canadian industry falls behind American 
industry. because the latter has the funds to 
privately finance industrial research on a 
large scale. Under this handicap, it is not 
only industry that suffers, but national pro- 
duction as a whole, And since production is 
the only source of national wealth, this un- 
oul competition becomes a national calam- 
ity. : 
Apparently the plan of the department 
of reconstruction is to ask the science de- 


partments of Canadian universities to de- | 


velop their research along a co-ordinated 
patterg that will benefit national production. 
Such a plan need not prejudice to any degree 
the specialized research that is peculiar to 
each university. On the other hand, it would 


: 
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confer an immense benefit m Canadian 
industry and so step up production 
as a whole, 

The plan seems perfectly sound and, in- 
deed, long overdue. " 

It would be a pity if the super-academic 
views of a few profeasional educators should 
be permitted to interfere with it. Science was 
not created as the vehicle of fancy degrees, 
but for the benefit of humanity. 


International Snooping 


The furore at Ottawa started when it was 
discovered that agents of some foreign 
power, not officially named, had wheedled or 
bribed some civil servants into giving out 
vlodged tok which they were paid | 
Pp to keep secret. e particulars 
appear in due course, Until then judgment 
should be suspended, rumors ignored, and 
= person’s good name smeared with suspi- 
cion. 

Incidents of this kind are new in Canada, 
but they are not new in the world. They have 
happened in many countries and have been 
cropping up here or there for ages. They 
occur because it is the custom of govern- 
ments in general to maintain official snoop- 
ers in neighbor states. Sometimes these strut 
in the gilded uniforms of high dignitaries 
who enjoy and abuse the courtesy of the 
country to which they are accredited; some- 
times they are nominally engaged in legiti- 
thate business, with no known official stand- 
ing or connections, Usually both types are 
included in the set-up when really important 
information is wanted. 

This isn’t a very high type of interna- 
tional politics. But it is customary, Because 
it is customary no country can ignore the 
practice without taking risks. Fate having 
thrust Canada into the international position 
it now occupies, the Dominion will almost 
certainly build up an espionage system of its 
own, if for no other purpose than to find out 
how much other countries find out that they 
shouldn’t know. 

Whether we like it or not, Canada cannot 
be a hermit nation in future. Most Canadians 
would like nothing better than that other 
countries should mind their own business 
and let us mind ours. But they won't. The 
uproar at Ottaw4 is the signal that foreign 
snoopers are already nosing into our affairs. 
A competent corps of lynx-eyed observers 
abroad will therefere be a necessary part of 
our defence system, 


Army experts at Washington say there 
have been “multiple leaks” of atomic bomb 
secrets there. That is hardly surprising, 
since information on less important subjects 
has been sought arid obtained at Ottawa. 
When under-cover operations are no longer 
needed to identify the persons involved and 
to collect vital evidence, the fullest publicity 
should be given to these occurrences at both 
capitals. The public have a right to know 
who did the buying and selling, or the enter- 
taining and the tattling, as the case may be. 
Complete exposure will make for future 
security,

The Canadian Crisis— 


OTTAWA—This is a time of 
stock-taking at Ottawa with respect 
to the Dominion-provincial confer- 
ence. The conference began last 
August. Three plenary sessions 
have been held. The experts of 
the various governments have spent 
weeks in considering the detail of 
the problems involved. At last the 
rough outline of an agreement is 
apparent. But it is definitely not the 
kind of an agreement which was 
anticipated and which the times 
require, 

All too evidently, the Dominion 
is being manoeuvred by the strong- 
er of the provinces into a position 
where an already greatly swollen 
national budget will be made more 
unmanageable and where, if it is 
to be balanced the taxpayer can hope 
for small relief from the wartime 
je of income and corporation 
levies. 

kt is now conceded that the 
atmosphere of these protracted 
negotiations has been unfortunate. 
Why this has been so, is a matter 
of heart-searching. The wealthier 
of the provinces undoubtedly bear 
a large share of the responsibility. 
But the Dominion, as well, is not 
blameless,

TO BEGIN WITH the Dominion 
ministers took little interest in the 
preparation of the proposals as they 
were given to the conference last 
August. There is reason to believe 
that as late as the November meet- 
ing, several of the Dominion minis- 
ters were unfamiliar with them. 
Indeed, it was fairly clear that some 
of the Dominion ministers were 
not fully in sympathy with major 
items in the proposals. And with 
respect to important phases of the 
proposals—such as public invest- 
ment—little work had been done by 
the Dominion as late as January. 
All this made for unevenness of 
presentation and emphasis. 

The tendency has been to ob- 
scure the true needs of the Domin- 
ion and of the nation-at-large. The 
national needs, in fact, are identi- 
cal with the provincial needs. But 
somehow this point has never been 
positively made, 

The case for the exclusive pos- 
session by the Dominion of the in- 
come, corporation and inheritance 
taxes rests, ‘primarily, on two con- 
siderations, 


* * 

FIRST, THE DOMINION ie sad- 
died with a war debt of $16 billions 
which must be serviced and which 
should be gradually reduced, The 
Dominion must find huge sums for 
the re-establishment of our veter- 
ans and for the development of our 
foreign trade. Trade as we knew 
it before 1939 has been destroyed. 
Trade is the only possible founda- 
tion for prosperity in this country 
since it normally accounts for one- 
third of the nation’s income, Trade 
has to be re-built and, for a large 
part by credits abroad. However 
low. you pitch the military needs of 
this country, the figure will greatly 
exceed the pre-war average. Econ- 
omize as you will, these few items 
alone mean that the Dominion 
budget will be more than double 
the pre-war total, And each and 
every one of these items is just as 
essential to the provinces as to the 
Dominion, 

Second, if and when bad times 
come, only the Dominion can cope 
with unemployment. The experi- 
ence of the 1930's proved this con- 
clusively, Again, no province could 
face the future independently in 
this respect. The strongest of them 
would not try to do so.

Demolish the Rockies

bomb has placed responsibility on 
the shoulders of our leaders, and 
it is evident that unless they can 
devise some means whereby this 
power can be put to use, in the 
service of man, it will only be a 
matter of time until men will be 
concocting some scheme whose re-

At the present time the prevail- 
ing westerly winds, blowing off the

laden with moisture are forced to 
ja high altitude by these mountains, 
jwith resultant rapid lowering of 
temperature, which causes the 
|moisture to condense, and fall in 
torrential rains all along the west- 
jern slopes, in some cases to a depth 
of seventy inches annually. 

These winds now devoid of 
moisture content, known as the 
“Chinooks”, continue eastward, and 
|as they settle earthward, gradually 
becoming warmer, pick up any 
|moisture in their path, with the re- 
|sult that much of southern Alberta 
and Saskatchewan, and Northern 
Montana are left the almost water- 
jless waste through which I motored 
jthis past summer. 
| The power of the atomie bomb 
is apparently limitless so why not 
have it assist nature in lowering 
these peaks to at least a few hun- 
dred feet below snow level. This 
would allow the warm moisture- 
laden winds to continue inland al- 
|most uninterrupted and as they met 
jthe cold air currents moving

Hey region, they would be cooled 
off gradually causing them to give

evenly, over most of the three prai-

Russia Cancels 
Canada Contracts 


OTTAWA, Feb. 19—(CP)—Con- 
tracts involving the manufacture of 
$24,000,000 worth of Canadian goods 
for Rugsia have been cancelled be- 
cause the Russians thought the 
terms “too stiff,” it was learned yes- 
terday. 

Government sources emphasized 
the cancellation had “nothing what- 
ever” to do with the current govern- 
ment inquiry into alleged Russian 
espionage activity in Canada and 
said the matter was a “purely busi- 
ness deal.” 

THEY EXPLAINED the contracts 
were a carry-over from Canada’s 
mutual aid program, which ended 
shortly after V-J Day. 

“The contracts then were put on 
a different basis with the countries 
to which mutual aid was going ask- 
ed to pay for the goods either in 
cash in the form of foreign ex- 
change in their possession or 
through credits,” one source said. 

“While terms were being negotiat- 
ed the manufacture of the goods 
continued. Agreements were reach- 
ec with some countries and the 
goods are going to them. In the 
case of Russia, the Soviets ap- 
parently felt our terms too stiff. 
Some one had to pay for the goods 
being made for the Russians and, 
since they didn’t want to pay, their 
manufacture was halted. 

“However, the negotiations are
